found Impossible to spread the details 
upon the court record, but they are, 
after all, unessential, and the jun.r^ 
now understand perfectly the reason 
given by Barker for shooting the Rev. 
John Keller in Arlington. N. J., on Feb. 
& last. 


Marshall Van Rinkle and Albert C. 


Wall, counsel for Barker, have test no 
opportunity to accentuate their charge 
that the rector of Trinity mission vio- 
lated the sanctity of a parishioner's 
home and took advantage of tbe weak- 
ness of a young wife, who was not only 
a member of his congregation, but also 
sn active worker iu his Sunday school 
and in the church societies. The con- 
stant objections of Prosecutor Jobn S. 
Erwin have bad the nominal effect of 
barring all reference to the event given 
ns'the direct cause of tbe shooting and 
alleged to have occurred on April 18, 
IfflW. 


Tbe theory of the defense is tbat tbe 


matter first came to Barker's knowl- 
edge on Jan. 20,v 1901, and tbat his con- 
stant brooding rendered him insane to 
the extent that he was unable to dis- 
tinguish between right aud wrons and 
to weigh the consequences of bis ac- 
tions. 


Scores of questions were put to wit- 


nesses covering the alleged offense 
committed by Mr. Keller, and at times 
the answers had been given hurriedly 
before the judge could excuse them. 
Every objection and legal proposition 
that has been raised has involved a 
long argument In which Mr. Keller's 
alleged wrong to Barker has been 
dwelt upon so tbat the motive could 
not drop from the jurors' sight. 


Mr*. Barker I* Nervon*. 


Mrs. Barker, who was the principal 


vritneas yesterday, appeared nervous 
when she was called, and her voice 
\n* BO weak tbat persons sitting u 
iWr yards away could scarcely catch a 
syllable. She seemed ou tbe verge of 
collapse, and her bunds trembled when 
she took the oath. She became more 
confident later, and her tones grew 
more distinct 
While she spoke Mr. 


Keller sat with bis head drooping on 
1 Is bn^st and slightly inclined toward 
t!:e right, tbe side struck by Barker's 
bullet. He made no motion of assent 
or dissent and snirt no words to Mr. 
EJrwin, Avho was seated by him, but 
bis extreme pallor and the twitching 
of his face showed the intense strain 
he was under. 
Judging by appear- 


ances, he has grown feebler since tbe 
trial began, and the effort to get to 
»nd from bis sent in the courtroom 
seems almost more tbftn be can stand 


He has thus far made no reply him- 


self to the charges affecting liN moral 
character, but his friends arc vehement 
Jn blB defense. Joseph Parker, ,lr.. of 
Orange, N, J., a lawyer, who lias re- 
mained constantly by bis side from 
tbe outset, haid: 


"Tbe case will not cud litre.

want a vindication for Mr. Keller, and 
we must have it." 


"Do you contemplate a civil suit?" 


was asked. 


"I cannot say tbat we do not, but. I

Taking 340 people aged from 80 to 00 
years, they inquired into their family his- 
tory. Here is the result: 


There was cancer in 44 families; con- 


sumption iu 03 families; gout in 30 fami- 
lies; rheumatism in 59 families; insanity 
in 13 families; apoplexy and paralysis in 
42 families. 


Thus there was a history of deadly dis- 


ontuft in the families of 253 of the old peo- 
ple. 
In 47 more families there was like- 


wise some grave disease. And only 40 
families were free, Or said to be freej 
from those maladies Which usually are 
supposed to be hereditary.

They announced that 
Henry Lahouchere would preside and 
that among the speakers would be 
Messrs. Sauer and Merriiuan, pro-Boer 
members of the last Cape Colony min- 
istry, and Dr. Gavin Brown Clark, the 
ex-member of parliament aud fo'Kiier 
consul general of the Transvaal, who 
In the autamn of 1899 advised "the 
Boers to occupy tbe Natal passes "as the 
first operation of the war. 


Great opposition to the meeting was 


»t once aroused, many contending that 
ihere is no "other city-In the world 
which would permit such a demonstra- 
tion while bloodshed ip still in progress 
and that therefore th'e police should 
prevent its being held. Conservative 
papers in their Issues yesterday invited^ 
citizens to break up the meeting. Thfe" 
Globe said, "We trust that'.the friends 
of the enemy will be made to'see hggy. 
foolish if is to try to hold su'dh a melrt?] 
tog in London." 


In view of the opposition the police 


took extra precautions, and the pro- 
moters of the meeting ..engaged 500 to 
800 stewards to he In attendance at 
6:30 p. m. The jingo newspapers de- 
scribed these men as gas stokers and 
navvies who were chosen more for 
muscle than pro-Bocrism. 


~ Doors Closed. 


It was announced during the day that 


all the tickets for the meeting had been 
sold. Long before 7 o'clock tbe doors 
were closed, and no applicants, wheth- 
er with or without tickets, were allow- 
ed to enter the hall. A large crowd 
thronged the street and the adjacent 
thoroughfares, but both sides of the 
street were lined with police, standing 
shoulder to shoulder, and a large posse 
patrolled the middle of tbe road, mak- 
ing every one move on. The" disap- 
pointed mob.hanged tbe doors, sau'g 
"God Save the King'v and "Rtile Bri- 
tannia" and cheered constantly. 
A 


heavy rain was falling. 


Just before the doors were closed the 


crowd made a rush. The doors were 
thrown back violently and the glass 
panels smashed. Many persons suffer- 
ed from contusions, from kicks and 
blows and some needed surgical as- 
sistance. Several women fainted and 
were rescued with difficulty. 


Many who were opposed to the ob- 


jects of the meeting thus gained access 
to the hail and caused an'uproar The 
stewards were kept busy throughout 
the e'venjng. 


The meeting ended without any of 


the grave consequences which were at 
one time threatened. This would not 
have been so but for the presence of 
the police, hundreds of whom, mounted 
and afoot, prevented tbe great bulk of 
the crowd, which was estimated at 
from 12,000 to 15,000, from rushing into 
the hall. 


As it was the speakers got a bearing, 


although they were constantly and 
noisily interrupted by a considerable 
minority of those present. There were 
frequent objections by the stewards 
who gradually thinned the opponents! 
of the meeting. 


Finally the majority carried resolu- 


tions condemning the government for 
its policy in South Africa aud demand 
ing that an immediate offer'of terms of 
peace be made to the Boers, this offer 
to Include a promise of complete Iride 
pendence.

'•You folks who go to the theater fr«- 


qut-uily, did you ever consider stage 
mealsV" asked the old timer, who is, well 
M-rii.'d iu matter* Libtriouie. "They ar« 
far from bc-iag the least interesting fea- 
ture of a performance, and quite often 
they attract more attention than the star 
himself. Except 3n a few instances the 
viagt- meal has trailed a long way back 
of other theatrical features. Scenery has 
been improved and made more realistic; 
tostumes have been regulated so that 
they fit the period of the play in which 
they are worn; acting itself has kept pace 
with the onward march of general prog- 
re*s, but the stage meal has stuck. For 
yeais it has maintained a monotonous 
level for imperfection, and finally I hav« 
given up hope that it will ever reform.

the hour be that of breakfast, luncheon, 
dinner or supper. If your seat is In the 
orchestra and the stage is far above you, 
the meal doesn't count for much, because 
you cannot see the awful waste that the 
table contains; but, should your seat be 
farther back, or in the balcony, the wend 
conglomeration of stage food then be- 
comes altogether too apparent to the eye. 
The stage meal is the same, whether it is 
being served in a tenement or whether it 
is spread in the overdressed parlor scene 
of the refined vaudeville sketch. Th« in- 
gredients seldom differ; only the dishes 
are changed, while flowers cover a rarge 
plot of space. 


"Doubtless you have often observed the 


vaudeville meal. 
I mean the kind of 


spread which is set out when the sou- 
brette, in short skirts, trips in and trills, 
'I am expecting a youiig man here to dine 
with me today, and I have a nice little 
lunch all ready for him.' Yes, indeed, we 
all havo seen that lunch. It fairly makes 
our mouths water. There is a tall dish 
for celery, with celery in it. Celery is al- 
ways good for comic business, such as 
fanning the girl when she faints or dust- 
ing one's shoos. Well, as I wa& saying, 
there is celery, and a lot of it, in the tall 
dish. There are several rosy apples, an 
orange or two, a squad of tolls and per- 
haps a coffeepot. 
If the play is very 


realistic, there may be coffee in the pot, 
but if not—nay, nay. Bring iu a stage 
hand, in a dress suit and tan shoes, first 
giving him what looks like a champagne { 
bottle with, water inside, and the delight- 
ful illusion is complete, I saw a meal 
like that the other afternoon on the stage, 
nnd after the male member of the sketch 
team, had taken about three bites and 
spluttered out the coffee because it burn- 
ed him—very funny—he rose up and said 
\uth a smile: 
" 'There! I feel as if I couldn't eat an- 


other morsel for a week.' Well, I sup- 
pose many a time he hasn't had the 
chance, being a veteran actor. 


"The vaudeville meal is not the only 


sparsely settled stage poke out. I have 
seen John Drew, after telling the audi- 
ence how hungry he was, in one wTay or 
another, for ton minutes, sit down amid 
beautiful scenery to an empty chafing 
dish and a bottle of real wine. I have 
always envied the actor who could have 
real wine and consider it a mark of real 
ptosperity in the show that provides it 
Still, wine without food is at times in- 
jurious, particularly when you see a cou- 
ple of cliaiacteis in a society drama pour 
it into them for breakfast. Now, while I 
am speaking of wine, I'm going to talk 
about the stage toast. 
In. legitimate 


drama !t will pass, but comic opera—ah, 
:hat's the word! 


"Ever seen a comic opera toast? 
Of 


course you have. Everybody has. Some- 
body on the stage cries, 'A toast, a toast!' 
and then tUe baritone steps forward and 
evels his voice over the footlights. He 
has an ablebodied cup in his hand, in 
which a chorus girl pours wine from an 
empty flagon, and then, prepared for the 
song, the baritone lets go. 'And it's will 
ye quaff with me, my lads?" or something 
ike that is what he says, and then he 
drinks. If theie's an encore, which there 
usually is, he comes back and drinks 
again without the formality of refilling 
his glass. 
That's one kind of opera 


toast. Another kind is when everybody^ 
driuks together. The cliorus and a couple 
of the principals get out in front of the 
house and sing something like 'Oh, the 
raven black wine; let ns sip-ip. Come, let 
us sip-ip. Come, let us sip-ip.' I won't 
be sure about the color of the wine as 
characterized in the song, but I do re- 
member that toast. Everybody on the 
stape used to clink glasses (tliey were 
mnde of metal, of course) with enough 
force to break a pressed glass pitcher, 
and when they weren't clinking cups they 
\\cre swinging them around their heads 
like a green qtiaiter back making his first 
double pass. Of course it won't be nec- 
essary for me to state that the glasses 
were all empty. 


"Having discovered about meals that 


are spurious, let us now pay our respects 
in conclusion to the real articles. Where 
can you find them? Why, in the truly 
rural drama, with whistling wind, the 
driving1 snow, the real fruit tree, the ox 
team nnd the 'Annie Laurie' quartet. 
You all know the sort of show I refer to. 
The kind old man with whiskers and over- 
alls comes in from, the barn and says 
'Marthy, be thet turkey done yit? 
It 


smells all fired slick. Hello, who's thet 
there comin up the road?1 And, saying 
thnt, the dinner preparations go on, and 
finally they take a real turkey from n 
real stove and set It on a real table, with 
real cloth and knives and forks and rea 
bread and renl conversation—everything 
real, in fact, except the actors. Some- 
times they a?c wooden. In these plays 
the members of the cast get so sick of 
turkey that for ordinary meals off the 
j>tnge they nro glad to tackle a tripe 
sandwich. After nil, then, it becomes a 
question whether the actor with three 
rolls nnd an apple isn't the better situ 
ated."—Brooklyn Eagle.

A. downpour at noon was followed • by

bursts of 
sunshine 
but 


the clouds were threatening and the air 
was dull and sultry. It had no effect, 
however, on the spiriis of the graduates 
61 their admirers, and only produced 
caution to the wearers of graduation 
dresses and did not in the least interfere 
with the attendanca of the hundreds 
who were necessarily delighted by the 
pleasant features of the exercises. 


Before two o'clock those who were un- 


able to secure reserved seats were at the 
hall for favorable positions, outside the 
limited circle for those who possessed 
this advantage, and there was much to 
occupy their attention in admiring the 
handsome decorations in the hall. 


The stage was a terrace of green and

statues of the different deities which 
they worshipped and built magnificent 
temples tu enclose them. 


The Parthenon, at Athens, was con- 


sidered the most beautiful temple ever 
built. It was of marble, supported by 
large columns, extending around its 
foxir sides. Phidias, the greatest Greek 
sculptor, 
car\ed the pediments and 


frieze. The two pediments, the triangu- 
lar ppaces over the doors are filled with 
statues; in one, the birth of Athena it 
depicted. It shows Iris, as a heavenly 
messenger, bringing the news to the di- 
vinities of the land. 
In the other pedi- 


ment, the dispute of Minerva and Nep- 
tune for the sovereignty [of Attica is 
represented. 


The frieze of the Parthenon, consists 


of a band of low relief tunning nil around 
the building within the columLs. 
The 


subject of the frieze is the Panatheniac 
procession, the most brilliant ceremony 
of the great Panatheniac games, which 
were 
held 
every 
fourth 
year, 


in honofc of 
Athena. 
The 
purpose 


of 
this 
procession 
was 
to 


bting the cxen, the lambs, and other 
animas t" the Acropolis of sacrifice, 
the women carried to the shrine of the 
^oddefcs, Athena, the sacred robo woven 
for her by chosen Athenian maidens. 
On this occasion appeared representa- 
tives of all that was best and noblest 
m the Athenian state and society, the 
magistrates of the city, bands of youths 
ooted for their strength aud beatuy,and 
maidens of the noblest families. Such a 
saljesfc seems fitted indeed for the 
adorning of the temple. On one side of 
the frieze the knights ara equipping 
themselvf s and their horses for the 
parade; ou another, bands of musicians 
appear. Then come tha youth of Athene, 
bringing tho f-acriScial animals acd the 
vessels. At one end of the frieze, tbe 
gods are assembled, as guests of Athena 
at her festival. 


This relief is a reproduction of figures 


from the procession of the knights. 


We, the class of 1901, present this 


relief to the High school as a token of 
regard, as we believe that tlie constant 
presence of such iiloals will be an in- 
spiration and incentive for all who may 
follow us in tbe duties and pleasures of 
school lite.
